COURT'S FINDING. 


Washington, D^2. 14.—Secretary of 


the Navy Long on Friday night re- 
ceived and made public the findings 
of the court of inquiry which investi- 
gated the conduct of Rear Admiral 
Schley during the Santiago campaign. 
For seven weeks the court hoatd 
testimony, and for fully a month it 
deliberated upon that mass of eri- 
dence, finally reaching the conclusions 
annnouncecl. The result was a com- 
plete surprise, and it is piobabie that 
no prophecy has 
approached the 


truth. Instead of one report there are 
two. Both are 
signed by George 


Dewey, the president of the court, and 
by Sam C. Lemly, the judge advocate. 
This is a form said to be recognized 
in all;courts,of inquiry," the signatures, 
cf tie other members not being nec- 
essary. But it is explained that Ad- 
miral Dewey signed the second report, 
a minority report, to express his qual- 
ification c€ or dissent from the views 
expressed by the court Comprising, be- 
side himself, Admirals Bin'aam and 
Ramsey, in the first report. 


It is said at the navy department 


that there will be no further proceed- 
ings in .this celebrated ce^-e on tne de- 
partment's initiative. Secretary Long 
and Judge Ad\ ccate Lcmly prsitively 
(lecline to discuss the finding in any 
phase.

There is one fact which it is neces- 


seary to Ttnow in order to understand 
certain features of the fierce 
tariff 


fight now on in Germany. That fact 
is; that Germany is just now in the 
midst of a deep commercial and in- 
dustrial depression, as this country 
was during the presidential campaign 
ot" 1896. "Whenever a country is in 
that condition it must kick. In this 
country it was the so-called "Wilson 
free trade tariff." That was about 
as far removed as possible 
from a 


free trade measure. But it was some- 
thing to kick and it suited the pur- 
poses of the protectees that the people 
should kick that. As the people were 
bound to kick something and as that 
-was persistently thrust before them. 
they went for it In Germany it is 
America, or "the American peril," as 
they put it there. The people must 
vent their resentment for hard times 
on something. America 
is paraded 


before them every day as a terrible 
dragon, and as America is the most 
convenient thing in sight upon which 
to vent wrath and resentment, whv 
America has to take the punishment. 
The Germans do not really hate us 
and when times are better with them 
they will he in a better temper and 
-stop laying all their industrial and 
commercial misfortunes at our door. 


HOPES OF THE BOERS. 


'A South African rep^fblic, including 


all tBV"British' colonies 
and an im 


mense .area .not organized in colonial 
government, seems to be a grand pro- 
ject of the Boers. This appears im- 
possible from what we know of Brit- 
ish purposes 
and resources. But it 


does not appear hopeless to the'Boers 
They have already caused the British 
enormous loss. With a petty 
force 


they have protracted the war for over 
two years, and at the present rate 
seem able to continue it for two years 
more. If the British public complains 
so dolefully of the cost in men and 
money in two years, what will they 
say after four or six years? It is by 
no means unreasonable to believe that 
the British would yield rather than 
stand the cost when it mounts up to 
nearly two billions. 
To be added is 


the consideration that the majority of 
the white population of South Atrica 
is Dutch, not British, and that the 
Dutch element multiplies much faster 
than the British. 


Efforts have been made, so it is re- 


ported from Washington, to have Pre- 
sident Roosevelt use his influence to 
reduce Southern 
representation 
in 


Congress, but the President has de- 
clined to interfere, and the proposed 
measures have no chance, as matters 
stand to become laws. There will be 
a great deal of talk, and possibly an 
'investigation 
of Southern 
suffrage 


plans, but there it will end. The far~ 
sighted men of the Republican party, 
accepted as leaders, privately 
hold 


that the people of the South are en- 
titled to a chance to take up this prob- 
lem of the colored vote and solve it 
in their own way. That is precisely 
•what the people of the North would 
maintain were they confronted by the 
dangers of negro suffrage as they are 
presented at the South.
